Chemistry Teachers of 
New England Meet 
At Mount Hermon 


The New England Association of 
Chemistry Teachers held its 131st 
meeting on Saturday, May 9, at the 


Mount Hermon School. The morning 
sesion was opened promptly at ten 
o'clock by Dr. Henry F. Culter, prin- 
cipal of’ Mount Hermon, who cordial- 
ly welcomed those who came from va- 
rious parts of New England to a pro- 
fitable and enjoyable visit. 

At a quarter past ten, a series of 
lecture-table demonstrations was giv- 
en by Miss M. Elizabeth Bagg of. the 
Brattleboro High School in Brattle- 
boro, Vermont, by Mr. Charles F. 
Taber of the Northfield Seminary in 
East Northfield, Mass., and by Mr. 
Herbert E. Northrup of Technical 
High School in Springfield, Mass. 
These demonstrations, which ended by 
eleven o'clock, were followed by an 
interesting lecture on the romance 
and utility of the electron moment by 
Professor J. E. Haller of the Depart- 
ment of Chemistry at Middlebury Col- 

ege. 
The visiting teachers, as guests of 
Mount Hermon, had luncheon in the 
school’s spacious dining hall, wherein 
some six hundred or more students 
and faculty of the school were already 
congregated for their mid-day meal. 
After luncheon, there were opportu- 
nities to wander about the campus to 
view any objects of interest. 

A business meeting at 1.30 opened 
the afternoon session. Elwin Damon 
of Keene was voted president of the 
association once again. By 2.00 Pro- 
fesor W. K. Green, Director of the 
Amherst College Observatory, at Am- 
herst, began his lecture on the chem- 
istry of the stars. He was then fol- 
lowed by Professor J. E. Cavelti, of 
the Hall Laboratory of Chemistry at 
Wesleyan University, who spoke on 
the modern theory of acids and bases. 
This closed the sessions at about quar- 
ter past four o’clock at which time the 
members left for their various desti- 
nations. =

On June first the state will make 


a distribution to twenty three Frank- 

lin County towns of a rebate from 

the proceeds of the gasoline tax.
